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‘Bug’ Takes Beating 
From Federal jury 


Bonds of $50,000 have been demanded 
by the federal government in the cases of 
five of the lottery figures named in a 
sealed indictment returned by a federal 
grand jury here Monday, containing 31 
names. 

The size of the bonds indicates the 
government feels it has arrested at least 
five of the major figures in local lottery 
operations. 

Among them is Horace Ingram, whose 
garage allegedly served as a pickup point 
for lottery tapes and repair of cars used 
by men in this illegal business. A sec- 
ond was L. Ebenezer (Slick) Smith, ar- 
rested in the original raid on the Ingram 
arrested in the original raid. 


Two were women. One is Mrs. Mary 
Parks Law, wife of a notorious under- 
world figure now serving a prison term, 
and the other is Mrs. Ruby Ingram, wife 
of John Ingram, a cousin of Horace. 

Bonds of others, including seven 
members of the Atlanta Police Department 
and a school detective, formerly a city 
policeman, varied from $5,000 to $35,000. 

Fulton County, which cannot indict in- 
dividuals for the federal offense of fail- 
ing to pay gambling taxes, obviously is 
cross-checking with federal officials to 
see what leads may be developed to as- 
sist the county in producing further in- 
dictments for violation of county laws. In- 
formation from the federal probe doubt- 
less will lead to further indictments by 
the Fulton County Grand Jury. 

The government’s sealed indictment, 
released last night, provides a sensational 
outline, if not all the details, of the gov- 
ernment’s conspiracy case. A good job has 
been done in preparing it. 

There is no dragging of feet in any de- 
partment, federal, county or city, in prob- 
ing this lottery racket and the outlook 
for a complete breakthrough in the com- 
plex and many-fingered business is 
good. That will be a healthy thing for 
the city and county and for the Atlanta 
Police Department. 

The effect may well extend into neigh- 
boring counties. The major headquarters 
of the operation were believed to be lo- 
cated in an isolated area of an adjoining 
county. Public opinion in these counties 
is being aroused and alerted. 

Let the good work go on. And more 
power to all who are at work on it.

Let’s Help the Governor 
End ‘Quickie Marriages’ 


Gov. Marvin Griffin indicates he and 
his administration will ask the next Gen- 
eral Assembly to end the “marriage 
mills” which deservedly have brought 
Georgia so much ill will and ill repute. 

They are, in essence, a disgrace. They 
do encourage and assist juvenile delin- 
quency. They are out of line with morality 
and lAws in our sister states. 

The Atlanta Constitution for years has 
opposed them. From time to time series of 
articles have revealed the coarse commer- 
cialism surrounding the “quickie marri- 
age mills.” But always there were enough 
on the side of greed and profits to block 
any legislative action. 

But reforms come slowly. Gov. Gri- 
fin will have the support of all decent 
people to whom the marriage contract has 
meaning above a quick blood test and a 
fee to a hastily summoned justice. 

Georgia is and long has béen a haven 
for quickie marriages. It is a disgraceful 
situation and the governor will earn a 
debt of gratitude if he puts the full weight 
of his authority behind the bill in the next 
Legislature.

Summerfield Is Right 
On Post Office Problem 


While Postmaster General Summer- 
field has not endeared himself to the 
public, the cold fact is that he is right 
and the Congress wrong in its childish 
refusal to vote money to run the post of- 
fice department. 

The Congress, always jealous of its 
powers, is used to being babied and adored 
by all those who must come to it for 
money. Mr. Summerfield, when his money 
ran out, closed down the post offices for 
one Saturday. Had he kept them open he 
would have violated the law. The fact he 
could have got away with such violation 
is not the point. It was against the law. 
The Congress knew it and yet out of pique 
refused to appropriate the necessary 
money. 

Now comes another crisis. 


The department, which always has run

The other dividend is a broadened 
faith in the American system of free en- 
terprise. Wolfson terms his gifts of stock 
a “counteroffensive” against the inroads 
some foreign béliefs have made in this 
country, particularly among the young.

It 
Was a near scandal in connection with 
such special deputies in Fulton which 
prompted the General Assembly to pass

Surely it is time to put an end to any- 
thing which smacks of a secret police sys- 
tem in this county or in any other county 
with such a problem. 

The DeKalb jury made another worth- 
while suggestion in urging another bond 
issue to finance a new courthouse for the 
county. 

The recommendation is sound. A new 
and larger facility is needed badly. Peo- 
ple of the county voted down a bond re- 
quest for $3,500,000 for that purpose in 
the recent election. 

There seems to have been consider- 
able disagreement about locating the fa- 
cility and some uncertainty about other 
planning. 

The county’s leaders ‘should get to- 
gether on a definite plan, iron out any 
difficulties about location and sell the 
project on its merits. The people of De- 
Kalb have shown themselves more than 
willing to approve capital improvements 
if the need is shown.

Urban Renewal Plans 
Should Be Expedited 


At long last Atlanta is moving forward 
with an urban renewal program which 
may check and perhaps eliminate a pro- 
gressive development of blight in three 
downtown areas. 

Mayor Hartsfield has signed and for- 
warded to the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency a “workable program” which may 
qualify the city for 12 million dollats in 
federal aid to begin the three-part project. 
If approved and if the city meets the 
qualifications, the five-year project will 
get under way some time next year. 

Under regulations governing such re- 
development, private capital is expected 
to move in to replace the cleared areas 
with new and modern commercial and 
residential properties. Whatever the cost 
is to the city and federal governments 
will more than be made up for in the 
added property and business values re- 
sulting from redevelopment. 

Atlantans hope that the project can 
proceed at full speed with a minimum of 
red tape and with the least inconvenience 
possible for residents of the areas to be 
displaced. Certainly every effort should 
be made, as the mayor indicated, to se- 
cure U.S.-insured loans to private enter- 
prise for building low-cost dwellings to 
house those who will be moved. out.

‘Battle of Gettysburg 


Was Tragedy of Errors’ 


Washington—I have heard Get- 
tysburg discussed for at least 65 
years. My father was a federal 
soldier in the Army of the Poto- 
mac and lost an arm in defending 
against Pickett’s charge. 

Gettysburg was a tragedy of 
errors, It was lost for the South 
July 1 when Gen. Howard and 
the 11th Corps occupied Cemetery 
Hill and Ewell failed to drive him 
off the hill. The Confederate Army 
failed again July 2 when Long- 
street attempted the very opera- 
tion that Montgomery suggested. 
This was a battle of more than 
three hours and perhaps was more 
desperate than any of the three 
days’ battles. 

With Cemetery Hill, Culps Hill 
and the Round Tops, the fed- 
erals were in an impregnable 
position. I think for at least those 
three days Longstreet would have 
done better than Lee. After the 
first day I believe that Hancock 
would have done a better job 
chan Meade. Meade did a fine

But much of the public does not 
seem to realize this. 

“If we would take the military 
part of the foreign aid program 
and put it under the defense budget 
—and show what it is for—then I 
don’t think the American people 
would resent the program. so 
much,” says Rep. Phil Landrum 
of Jasper. 

“The military expenditures 
ought to be reflected in our de- 
fense budget. If they were, the for- 
eign aid program would be much 
better received by the people. I 
believe they are willing to pay for 
a sound defense program.” 

It would take congressional ac- 
tion, however, to separate the mil- 
itary and economic phases of the 
mutual security program, and that 
would be difficult to achieve. 

Meanwhile, it appeared at the 
week’s beginning that if any slow- 
down was coming in the budget- 
cutting spree on Capitol Hill it 
would come in congressional action 
on defense appropriations. 

There are two reasons for this, 
in Landrum’s opinion. In the first 
place no lawmaker in his right 
mind wants to jeopardize this coun- 
try’s position in the arms race 
with Russia, especially in such 


fields as atomic weapons and air-. 


craft and guided missiles. 
Secondly, the Georgian believes, 
it may dawn on the legislators that 
a sharp cutback in defense spend- 
ing, without anything ready to take 
its place, might have an adverse 


i 


effect on the nation’s economy. 
That means programs right back 
home. 

Suppose, for instance, that the 
House committee cut of $2,500,000.- 
000 in the defense budget went 
into effect. Conceivably it could 
result in several thousand workers 
being laid off in Georgia alone— 
at Lockheed, at Warner Robins, 
at the Marine depot in Albany and 
at other Georgia installations. 
Where wouid they find jobs? 

This problem, Landrum points 
out, would be magnified many 
times over in a state like Califor- 
nia, probably the nation’s biggest 
center of aircraft production. 

The Georgia congressman does 
not .believe that America’s econo- 
my is so geared to defense produc- 
tion that it would collapse without 
military spending. But he believes 
that continued full employment 
and a high level of income is es- 
sential. And he is concerned over 
what might happen if defense cuts 
are made so deeply that it would 
mean an abrupt curtailment of 
military spending without any 
plans to take up the slack through 
greater production of consumer 


Even if a devoutly hoped-for dis- 
armament program could be start- 
ed, Landrum believes, plans should 
be made to synchronize the gears 
in a switch from a cold war toward 
a peacetime economy in order to

When Jesus ‘‘began to be sore amazed, and to 
be very heavy” (Mark 14:33) that is, distressed, 
troubled and despairing, He did three things: He 


got alone; He loooked into the face of God; He took positive atticn. In 
the midst of despair, the great temptation is to retire, to slip into ill- 
ness, to surrender. It is a great struggle to do something. 


It was a struggle for our Lord. 
Luke vividly portrays the strain 
Christ was under. He says, ‘His 
sweat was as it were great drops 
of blood falling down to the 
ground”’ Luke 22:44). But in spite 
of the struggle Jesus centered His 
mind on something to do. He re- 
fused to retire into Himself. 

Activity is often the best cure 
for the blues. Physicians tell us 
that our fear thoughts come from 
the higher brain centers while 
physical activity comes from the 
lower brain centers. When one be- 
gins to exercise those lower brain 
centers through activity, it lessens 
the tension on the upper an cen- 
ters.

With Birds Around, 
Singing Fills the Air 


The heat is beginning to fade now, the cool of 
the day is coming on. The long shadows are creep- 
ing across the yard. There at the edge of the lot

I toss him a peanut and he 
fields it like a shortstop and runs 
out in the middle of the yard and 
digs a little hole, his front feet 
flying, and buries it and pats the 
grass down neatly. Then he lopes 
back toward me a few steps and 
stops to scratch a flea and seems 
to be thinking about something. 
Then he runs back and digs his 
peanut up and eats it, his jaws 
going like a tiny sawmill, the bita 
of shell flying out to the side. 
Then he comes back over very

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., May 28 (#—Tranquilizers, commonly 
known as ‘“‘happy pills,’’ have been fed to livestock with amazing 
results, scientists at the Pfizer Agricultural Research Center 
near here reported today. 

Dr. Herbert G. Luther, director of agricultural research for 
the center, said that steers and lambs given tranquilizers gained 
weight faster, used their feed more efficiently and graded out 
better when slaughtered. 

“In an 84-day trial with steers, terramycin resulted in an 11 
per cent improvement in gain and a 9 per cent improvement in 
feed efficiency,’’ Luther said. ‘‘And stilbestrol gave a 17 per cent 
improvement in rate of gain and a 13 per cent improvement in 
feed efficiency.’’

The heart patient's attitude to- 
ward his disease is an important 
factor in his rehabilitation, an At- 
lanta physician said Tuesday. 

Dr. T. Sterling Claiborne, chief 
of the Giddings Memorial Heart 
Clinic at St. Joseph’s Infirmary, 
pointed out: 

“Heart patients physically ca- 
pable of work cannot be rehabili- 
tated if they are not mentally ca- 
pable of work.” 

Dr. Claiborne, who took part in 
a panel discussion of rehabilita- 
tion at the conference on cardiac 
clinics sponsored by the. Georgia 
Heart Assn., said many heart pa- 
tients can be active, happy, pro- 
ductive citizens. 


OPTIMISTIC 


But he said if a patient is “‘off 
the job’’ for a year after a heart 
attack, it’s hard to get much work 
from him because of his mental 
outlook. 

“I think we should be optimistic 
about heart patients,”’ Dr. Clai- 
borne said, ‘‘because heart disease 
is not progressive.”’ 

Dr. Claiborne said three-fourths 
of all rheumatic fever patients who 
have only one attack have no 
permanent heart damage. | 

He said there is no specific treat- 
ment for rheumatic fever, but it 
can be prevented with penicillin 
and other drugs. He said the pur- 
pose of treatment is to prevent 
a second rheumatic fever flare-up 
in a patient who has had one at- 
tack. 

“Once you have had rheumatic 
fever,’ he said, ‘‘you are more 
susceptible to an attaca.” |

10 PCT. SUBSTANDARD 

The study shows, among oth- 
er things, that 10 per cent of 
American family diets are ac- 
tually “substandard,” and 
many more are well below de- 
sired levels in some basic food 
nutrient counts. 

A new campaign to ‘“‘sell’’ 
nutrition is the dietician’s an- 
swer. They concede they’re up 
against such things as long- 
term eating patterns, stiff com- 
petition for the family food 
dollar, and diet fads and food 
pills. 

Dr. Faith Clark, chief of the 
food consumption section of the 
Agriculture Department's 
household economics research 
division, states the problem 
simply. 

SPENT TRIPLE FOR FOOD 

She cites figures which show 
the average American family 
spent three times as much for 
food in 1955 as in 1948. Food 
prices, however, rose only 7 
per cent during the period. 

Dr. Clark concludes that most 
of the additional food money 
was spent on more expensive, 
not more nutritious, foods. 

Other figures showed that 
about 29 per cent of family 
diets are not up to National 
Research Council goals for cal- 
cium; 25 per cent were under 
the ascorbic acid goal; from 15 
to 20 were behind in vitamin 
A and about 10 per cent lagged 
in supplies of protein. 

Milk is the prime source of 
ealclum. Meats, fish and eggs 
are major sources of protein. 
Dark green and yellow vege- 
tables are rich in vitamin A. 
And citrus fruits are leading 
sources of ascorbic acid. 
IMPROVEMENT 

Dr. Clark was quick to point 
out that the figures do not 
mean the nation is suffering 
from malnutrition. Far from it. 
American diets as a whole, she 
noted, have shown ‘‘consider- 
able improvement” since the 
last large-scale diet survey in 
1936. 

Then, one-third of American 
diets were classed as ‘‘poor.”’ 
Today, only 10 per cent would 
fall in that category. 


department of the College of 
Home Economics at Pennsyl 
vania State University, called 
attention at the recent confer- 
ence to one population group 
whose nutrition needs are high- 


ly important—pregnant women. 
She said a woman having her 
first baby is most “amenable 
to nutrition education.”’ 


Dr. Lowenberg quoted figures 
showing premature births rank- 
ing second as a cause of in- 
fant deaths.

For some girls, she said, the 
word “health’’ may have ‘“‘un- 
desirable connotations, as be- 
ing buxom or large.”

Come From? 


Her letter has been on, in and around my desk for more 
than a month—unanswered. It’s not the only unanswered one, 
I hasten to say, but I feel worse about it because it is an appeal 
for help—and one I simply don’t know how to answer. 


The columns of the newspaper could be filled every day with 
the stories of people dwelling precariously on the edge of hunger 
and homelessness. Recently a New York editor turned down a 
story written by a friend of mine because it dealt with the con- 
temporary problems of a working mother of several children— 
and they were mostly financial problems. 


‘‘In this day of easy money,’’ wrote the editor, “your heroine’s 
economic difficulties are not quite valid.”’ 


That letter sent my friend into dry-eyed hysterics. She had 
been counting on a check from that editor to pay the rent. 


But, of course, it expressed what so many people feel. This is 
a day of easy money. It’s also a day of exorbitant prices. And 
there are many people facing appalling needs. 


The letter which came to me from a neighboring town was 
not one I could refer to a welfare agency. The family already 
gets a small relief check. It was not one I could refer to a 
church. They already get help—at least seasonal help—from a 
church. 

Neither is enough. So what do you do? I don’t know. The 
woman who wrote in hopes I knew somebody—some single in- 
dividual who might help. I know a dozen people who give gen- 
erously and anonymously every time they hear of a place where 
their help is needed. But right now they’re busy helping other 
people I’ve told them about. In fact, they’ve helped so often I'm 
embarrassed to call them. 

And still the letter, written on blue-lined school paper, con- 
tinues to haunt me. 


“I am a widow, by desertion, with two precious girls, 10 and 
12 years old. Both girls are active Christians, as well as Girl 
Scouts and both good students in school. The older is almost a 
straight ‘A’ student. Both girls are volunteers for full-time Chris- 
tian service and all of us are active in the Baptist church. 


*‘My mother lives with us. She has wretched health, is 76 
years old and almost blind. I am 51 years old and am about to 
break under this load of responsibility and work. I must work at 
home, so I do sewing and alterations, make aprons for gifts, 
sell cards the year around and, in short, do anything to earn an 
honest dollar. For almost a year now I have been plagued by eye 
troubles and have been hunting desperately for a way to earn 
more money at home, with less eyestrain. 


*‘My only family is one brother. He is the soul of considera- 
tion and dependability. He supports mama entirely and some for 
us, but there is a limit to what one working man can do. I get 
$78 a month from Aid to Dependent Children. With that, and my 
brother’s monthly check, I pay rent, untilities, insurance, some 
to the doctor, etc. Then what I earn buys our food. Last month 
I earned only $39.75 because of my eyes. I have no margin for 
drugs or shoes and clothes, school money, etc. Sewing is a sea- 
sonal business. January, February, July and August are the 
Jean months for us. We really tiptoe through. At holiday seasons 
churches, clubs and other groups are wonderful, but in between 
it’s really rugged! 


“TI am going to pray the Lord to lead you to some Christian 
woman or man who would like to make an investment in the 
lives of two fine girls. . . . I do not want publicity or luxuries. 

- - Ll am desperate for some rest before my health breaks com- 
pletely. I want time to be a better housekeeper ... a little time 
for my girls, I get so cross when I am overworked.’’ 


She concludes: “If you cannot help me in my desperate need, 
file this in the waste basket and forget it. I am so tired and 
hurried that I have expressed myself badly.’’ 

Forget it? I can’t. And I don’t know how to help her either. 
She needs steady, consistent, dependable help—and I simply | 
don’t know where it will come from.

CHICAGO, May 28 (P-—-The National League 
tonight granted the Brooklyn Dodgers and New 
York Giants permission to move to Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. The league left open the 
question of whether another club would be 
moved ta New York. 

The Dodgers’ and Giants’ shifts, if the clubs 
request them as expected, would become effec- 
tive with the start of the 1958 season. 

In granting permission to the Dodgers to go 
to Los Angeles and the Giants to San Francisco 
the National League clubs owners stipulated 
they must make up their minds by Oct. 1. 

That is the date on which the major leagues 
are permitted to draft minor league territory. 
They must do it between Oct. 1 and Oct. 31 each

But the popula- 
tion in the Street is expected to be 
cut sharply. 

This is in marked contrast with 
the old days when the Exchange 
voted holidays nearly every time 
a holiday came at the weekend. 
Back .in 1929 irregular holidays 
were declared and the Exchance 
often closed early to permit the 
clerks to catch up on the books, 
so active was the trading.
